We don’t know. because they 
turned around and expensed it out as a cost of doing business.-It 
increasyd the top line, or volume of business, but didn’t make 
one-penny, of change in their bottom line, or profit. We noted last

Just as humans seek relief from extreme hot or cold. fish do like 
wise. They tend to congregate in sections of streams and lakes 
where the temperature is close to their comfort zone, Largemouth 
Buss and pan fish are Comfortable in: 70-degree water. When the 
watter temperature rises or falls 5 or 6 degrees above or below this 


level, fish will often seek a new location with a more compatible 


comfort zone During extreme hot or cold weather the ideal comfort 
Zone May Hot exist anywhere inabody of water An such cases fish 
tend to congregate: where water temperatures are the least uncom 
fortable. For example, the water temperature in a shallow farm 
pond may exceed the comfort zoné of a bass, but if the pond has lily 
pads or other aquatic vegetation, the temperature under the vegetii 
fion can be several degrees cooler than in open shallow water 
Shade from docks, overhanging tree branches and moving to deep 
er water will put fish closer to their comfort:zone 

Use -a water thermometer to find water temperatures at various 
depths that are nearer a fish’s comfort zone. Many fishermén keep 
a daily journal to record weather conditions, temperature and other 
factors, Say water temperature 1s 75 degrees and you have made a 
hotavion in your journal of where you found fish on a previous trip 
when water temperature was similar Just revisit that spot and you 
May Start-catehing fish 

Different seasons also dictate different optimum times to be-on 
the water, During summertime, fish feed mostactively early inthe 
morning because the water has-all night.to cool. Conversely, during 
cooler, months of spring and fall; niidafternoon can be. the best 
because the sun has had time to raise the water tevaperature afew 
degrees 

Locating submerged’ spring holes or small streams running into 
bodies of water can also produce a honey hole. Since spring water 
has a relatively Constant temperature year round, ib.will-he cooler 
than surrounding water during summertime. Fish tend to Congre 
pate and feed actively near spring holes 

Experienced anglers-have found that slowing down the retrieve 
usually works better when water temperatures are high. Sinee fish 
metabolism becomes sluggish and they don’t strike aperessively, a 
slow retrieve miy. be more: productive 
Try a water thermometer next time the fishing is slow. You just 
may find.1t worksssometimes. Even if it doesn’t work every time, 
your observing fishing buddies will think you really know What you 
are doing! ie '

A family’s struggle for balance 


Marge’s mental condition dic- 
tated that she have supervised 
care. It was difficult, but she 
Seemed to understand and wel- 
come the support. None: of her 
family was willing to live with 
her because of her previous 
behaviors. She did have a niece 
who wanted to be her conserva- 
tor/guardian.to control decisions 
regarding Marge’s life. 
However, this niece did not 
always. make ‘decisions in 
Marge’s best interest, 

The Department of Human 
Resources found a placement 
for Marge in a Communal 

Living Facility in 
Birmingham, Marge was satis- 
Hed with the placement.and was 
comfortable with her environ- 


_ ment, For no apparent ‘reason, 


Marge’s niece was dissatisfied 
with the situation. She had 
Marge uprooted and placed in 
another home in Birmingham. 
This decision was totally unsat- 
isfactory, and after a short peri- 
od Marge was moved back to 
the Communal Living Facility. 
The niece however, refused to 
send. Marge’s personal belong- 
ings to the home. Marge’ was 


upset for weeks because she did 


not have her belongings, Her 
niece decided that a nursing 
home was the best-plan-for her 
aunt, and started the process for 
moving her again, Marge was 
upset by her niece's actions and 
became more difficult and dis- 
oriented, A “level two” mental 
screening was ordered. The 
niece became more agitated and 
demanded that she be given the 
authority to make decisions for 
her aunt, 

DHR helped Marge get her 
Situation before the Probate 
Court, She testified that she was 
happy with the care she received 
at the Communal ‘Living 
Facility, and she wanted to stay 
there, Marge agreed that she 
wanted the operator of the living 
facility to‘become her guardian. 
She told the court she did not 
want her niece to be her 
guardian. The court found that 
the appointment of a guardian 


was necessary and appointed the 
operator of the facility as 
Marge’s guardian. 


Today, Marge is happy and 
comfortable living in a least 
resurictive environment, She has 
her personal belongings,to bring 
her comfort. She has found a
